ASSUMPTIONS: 
Department of Commerce 
1. SB 314 provides for the regulation and certification of persons and entities that euthanize animals.  SB 

314 impacts the Department of Commerce Professional and Occupational Licensing Division and the 
Board of Veterinary Medicine.    

2. Approximately nine certified practitioners and forty certified euthanasia technicians will be licensed. 
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3.   For the purpose of establishing rules, the Board of Veterinary Medicine will hold two special board 

meetings, and conduct an administrative rule hearing prior to adopting the rules governing certified 
practitioners and euthanasia technicians.  Proposed rules and the adoption notice will be mailed to all 
licensees and interested persons.  (6 board members x 2 one day meetings = $600 per diem and 2 exams x 
2 days = $200 per diem; 9 pages for rule notice/adoption @ $35 per page = $315; mailing two notices 
1,100 licensees and interested persons at .34 = $748; $100 for a court reporter; oracle programming $500; 
printing $100; travel for board members at the meetings and examinations $3,570).  

4. Two training sessions and examinations will be contracted out and administered each  year.  Based on 
information received from the State of Idaho, a contracted trainer/examiner will cost approximately 
$6,000 for two 2-day examinations. 

5. Inspections will be conducted yearly by an independent contractor on the certified practitioners.  It is 
estimated that a contractor will charge $100 per inspection plus travel cost at state rates ($900 contracted 
services and $1,530 for travel costs).  

6. Current staff will absorb the increased workload. 
7. The board will set fees commensurate with the cost of the program.  (Estimated fees: Certified Practitioner 

Original Application $150; Certified Tech Original Application $80; Certified Practitioner Renewal $125; 
Certified Tech Renewal $75; Training/Examination Fee $200; and Inspection Fee $200).
